Over the summer, drama stu- 
dents painted, sawed, hammered 
and rehearsed to put together an 
excellent production of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s comic operetta, 
The Mikado, The Mikado satiri- 
cally tells of the love between 
the young minstrel, Nanki-Poo, 
portrayed by John Pruessner, and 
the maiden, Yum-Yum, Louise 
Eidken and the problems they 
encounter because she has been 
promised to the Lord High Exe- 
cutioner, Ko-Ko, Thom Rogers. 
The plot is further complicated 
by the meddling of the evil and 
greedy Pooh-Bah who was 
played by Pat Avallone. After 
Ko-Ko plans an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to execute Nanki-Poo, the 
two lovers are secretly married, 
His Highness, the Mikado played 
by Kevin Hall, then arrives and 
Nanki-Poo's true identity as heir 
to the throne is revealed. The 
two lovers are happily united 
and Ko-Ko and Pooh-Bah are left 
alone. 
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The Smith Center began to take physi- 
cal shape in October 1973, after years in 
the planning. We were freshmen then, 
and the idea of a new field house took 
hold of the imagination. Slowly the gap- 
ing hole across from C Building gained 
form and purpose. Two years later, the 
Tin Tabernacle, our temporary men’s 
gym which had threatened to become a 
permanent fixture on the quad, fell to 
the wrecker’s ball; the Smith Center 
opened. 

GW students now had a place where 
they could exercise their minds as well 
as their bodies. Handball, squash, and 
raquetball courts, a pool, a weight room, 
and an indoor track, were, for the first 
time, readily accessible on campus. More 
importantly, the Colonials at long last 
had a court they could call their own, 
providing the GW sports enthusiast with 
a real home team to cheer on. 
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Prior to the passage of Title IX, which gives equality to women to 
compete in Intercollegiate Sports, women were not given the chance to 
participate equally in the world of sports, However, now we see the 
rapid emergence of women's sports as a result of Title IX. 

For years the Woman athelete has been characterized as tough, hard- 
nosed and obstinate, without an ounce of feminity in her. However, a 
new concept has developed and dispensed with this silly myth, "It is 
the concept of the woman athlete: strong, but graceful; handicapped, 
but determined. She is serious and demanding and yet, not until 
recently, has she been able to reap the gratification of her fortitude." 
(Sue Miller) It has taken time for this concept to develop and, if 
nurtured adequately, will change some of the still existing inequalities 
among many collegiate athletic programs. 

This section is dedicated to the passage of Title IX with the hope that 
George Washington University will continue to strive for equality in 
Collegiate Athletics.

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The GW Theatre presented “The Good Woman of 
Setzuan,” a Chinese parable by Bertolt Brecht as its 
second production of the 1976-77 season. “Good, 
Woman," Brecht's vehicle of social criticism directed 
against what he views as man's self-seeking nature, 
revolves around the two-sided character of Shen 
Te/Shui Ta, a prostitute in the town of Setzuan, 

When three Gods come to Earth in search of a good 
man, the only person who will show them hospitality 
is the prostitute, Shen Te. As a reward the Gods 
present her with a gift of money, enjoining her to 
continue in her good ways. 

Shen Te invests her newly found wealth in a to- 
bacco shop, only to be brought to financial ruin by 
street urchins, creditors and a deceitful lover all of 
whom Shen Te, in her kindness, cannot refuse. Don- 
ning the mask of an alter ego, Shen Te leaves her 
native charity behind, to become a seemingly harsh 
cousin, Shui Ta. 

Shen Te profits in the person of Shui Ta by ruthless 
business propositions. It is not for personal gain, but 
so that Shen Te may continue to provide for the less 
fortunate of Setzuan. 

The elements of self-contradiction Brecht creates in 
Shen Te's dual and opposing personalities can be 
circular. There would not be so many beleagured 
characters for Shen Te to help were it not for Shui 
Ta's harsh action; Shui Ta would not have to be so 
harsh were there not so many to help. Yet there will 
always be selfish individuals. And those same charac- 
ters Shen Te is predisposed to help, would, without 
pause, lead her to self-destruction if not for Shui Ta. 

Further complications arise by the Gods who 
charge Shen Te to be a good woman without so much 
help from Shui Ta. Then there is Brechts, initial 
paradox; that a prostitute should be the only “Good 
Woman" of Setzuan. 

Brecht leaves the audience with many unresolved 
questions, Should a man be a paragon of selflessness 
in the face of unyielding selfishness? Can a person 
achieve perfect goodness, continue to live and still 
remain a “Good Woman?" These are questions each 
person must answer for himself.
